BULLET HOLE IN THE FOREHEAD TOLD 


THE MANNER OF DEATH. 


Description Answers to That of the Man 
Whe Attacked and Shet the Messen 
ger and Was Himself Weunded—De- 
tective Allemder Returns From tke 
Scene. 


Pactric, Mo., Aug. 4. — The body of an un- 
Known man was found in the Meramec River 
at the Frisco bridge, two miles southwest of 
“Pacific, this afternoon with a bullet hole in 
the forehead. The Coroner’s inquest devel. 
oped the fact that he had no papers about 
his person by which he might have been 
identified, {the only articles found being a 
pocket knifeand pencil. He answers very 
well tothe description given of the Valley 
Park robber, who attacked Messenger Fer- 
guson. He was a large man about 85, with 
sandy mustache, well dressed 
aud apparently intelligent. Two 
features indicated suicide. His slouch 
hat was closely buttoned inside bis coat as 
ifto prevent its floating and locating the 
body, and the right pistol pocket was turned 
wrong side out. The wound was powder 

irned. The body was buried this evening.

A call was made at the Rebekah Hospital 
te last night forthe purpose of comparing 
e description of the dead man with Mes- 
nger Ferguson’s impression of the robber, 
t the reporter was denied admittance. 
ve nurse in charge said that they had in- 
ractions to allow no one to see the patient 
ithout a card from his friend, Mr. Belts of 
ae Wells-Fargo Kxpress Co. 
The description Ferguson gave the police 
of the robber was that he was 5 feet 10 inches 
mn height and weighed about 190 pounds. 
What appeared to the messenger to be a 
Chinese mask covered his features so that 
they could not be distinguished. Ferguson's 
ression was that heshot his man in the 
wrist. It is possible that the fallow had his 
hand in front of him and the builet passed 
through into his head, and yet this would 


mot account for the powder burns on the 
face, or it may have missed the mau al- 
together. 

ihe presence of a mask would also prevent 
the face being burned, but Detective Allen- 
der states that Ferguson is not sure about 
the mask. The officer thinks that grease er 
perhaps paint might have been used by the 
robber to make himself look Ike a China- 
man.

TAX ON SUGAR 


The Point at Issue in Conference 
on the Tariff. 


Louisiana Senators Appealing for the 
Bounty Provision. 


IF THIS I8 NOT PLACED IN THE BILL 
THEY WILL DEFRAT IT. 


The President May Take Another Turn 
im Sheping Legisiation—Each Bay 
Places Seme New Obstacle in the Way 
of an Agreement—Bat the Preblem 
May Be Selved by Monday Afterneon— 
The Views ef Experts om the Sugar 
Questien. 


WasHInorTron, D. C., Aug. 4.—The outcome 
of the tariff fight is still undecided. The 
Democratic conferrees, after another long 
session to-day,adjourned without making an 
agreement. It is delteved, however, that 
matters are rapidly taking definite shape, 
andthat by Monday afternoon the contro- 
versy, sofar as the Democratic conferrees 
are concerned, will have come to an end. In 
that event the report, unless the Kepablican 
conferrees object, will be made to the Senate 


on Tuesday, 

W hile there may be some informal discus- 
sion to-morrow, the Democratic conferrees 
will not meet again until Monday morniag at 
10 o’clock. Mr. M Hson left for his home in 
West Virginia to-night to remain over Sun- 


day. 

There is some disappointment in congres- 
sional ¢ircles because of this postponement 
of the final vote, but there is no discourage- 
ment. In fach one of the House conferrees 
said that the delay meant no new difficulty, 
but simply testified to the size of the origina! 
undertaking. 

The day was spent ou the sugar, coal and 
iron ore echedules, and while definite infor- 
mation is meager, the belief seems well 
founded that the sugar schedule described in 
the Post-DIsPpaTcuH this afternoon will stand 


in conference. 
A new turn, however, has been given to 


the contest. 

When this schedule was brought forward 
yesterday the apprehension felt related to 
the House conferree. The fear was that they 
might refuse to accept it, aad it was easy to 


be seen that in such an event negotiat ions 
would, témporarily at least, de Drought toa 
dead halt, The House conferrees hesitated 
and dweit on the proposition. 

Mr. Wilson and Speaker Crisp talked it 
over with the President, with the result, it is 
stated, of ding to aceept. This morning 
the difficulty was transferred to the senate 
side. The Loulsiana Senators were protest- 
ing loudly against the new schedule, and de- 
claring that, as drawn, they got only 
wouldn’t support it, but would vote against 
the bill on ite final passage unless it was 
changed. They denounced the schedule as a 
new scheme of the Sugar Trust, designed to 
benefit the trust and to leave the 
planters in the lurch. The Louisgi- 
ana Senators insist that the sugar sched- 
ule must contain a provision fora bounty on 
this year’scrop. They assert that the plant- 
ers have a vested right in the premises. This 
year’s crop, they explain, was planted with 
the view of the unty, and the cane crop is 
more than half made. The beet crop is 
wholly made, and arinding is already begun. 
This whole question was fought over in the 
Democratic caucus, when, according to the 
Louisiana Senators, the promise was made 
that the bounty should be provided for in the 
tariff bill. At the last moment, however,the 
Finance Committee found itseif unable to re- 
deem this promise, and the tariff bill as it 
— the Senate contained no mention ofa 

unty. 
K BOTH SENATORS IN DIGR ANT. 

The Louisiana Senators have been watch- 
ing the situation closely, and now that they 
und that the bounty fis still unprovided for 
they are very angry. They have not heen 
consulted by the conferrees and this adds to 


their iadignation. They have for their allies 
ip this protest Messrs. Allen and Kyle, whose 
constituents also are interested in the 
bounty. 

The problem: isa knotty one on its face. 
The loss of the two Louisiana Senators, with 
that of Mr. Hill, would defeat the bill, But 
would ener vote against the bill simply de- 

e refusalof the Senate to make 
rovision fora bounty on this year’s sugar 
rep? It is not generally believed that they 
is a vital to the planters of 
Louisiana, and their Senators might be- 
lieve themselves justified in taking extreme 
action in an effort to secure a tax. But their 
case relates merely to a bounty, a gratuity, 
to the planters for one year. and they would 
not be justified in defeating al: tariff lexisia- 
tion merely because of their failure to obtain 
that. Such an act on their part would result 
in the turning of all guns on sugar in the 
future and that article would inevitably go 
back to the free list. 

There is a great deal of feeling against the 
Loulsiana Senators because of their attitude 
on the bounty question. The Senate con- 
ferrees are disposed to consider it, and the 
House conferrees assert that they are not 
empowered to pass upon the question. A 
bounty, they point out, is not in the bill de- 
fore them, and therefore not legitimately the 
subject of discussion in conference. The 
conferrees of the two houses, they declare, 
were appointed to adjust differences and 
not to write a new bill or incorporate into 
the old bill matter known to be repugnant to 
yw A — houses, taken upon its individual 

ng. 

There is some expectation that if this row 
about the bounty Keeps up the President may 
take a hand in the interest of Democratic 
harmony. He is In favor of a reasonable tax

The State election in Alabama takes place 
to-morrow. The campaign has been the 
hottest in the history of the State. Chief in- 
terest centers inthe election of Governor for 
a term of two years to succeed Thomas G. 
Jones, the Democratic incumbent, But there 
are also to be chosen 

Treasurer (term two years), to succeed J. 
Craig Smith (Dem.) 

Auditor (term two years), to succeed John 


Purifoy (Dem.) 

Superintendent of Education (term two 
years), to succeed John G. Harris (Dem.) 

Secretary of State (term two years), to suc- 
ceed J. D. Barron (Dem.) 

Attorney-General (term two years), to suc- 
ceed W. L. Martin (Dem.) 

Commissioner of Agriculture (term two 
years), to succeed H. D. Lane (Dem). 

The officers chosen at this election will take 
office Dec. 1, 1894. A Legislature will also be 
elected which will choose a guccessor to 
United States Senator John T. Morgan 
(Dem.), whose term will expire Maren 4, 
1895. Nov. 6 nine Congressmen will de 
elected. 

The candidates for Governor are Wm. O. 
Oates, Democrat, and Reuben F. Kolb, Popu- 
list. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 4.—The State elec- 
tion, which is to be held on Monday, is 
looked forward to by peaceful citizens of 
Alabama with the gravest misgivings. 
Intense feeling has been engendered 
on both sides. It has, in fact, 
been the bitterest ever known in 
Alabama, more venomous even than those of 


reconstruction days, and a sigh of relief wilt 
go up from the state if luesday shall dawn 
without violence or bloodshed. Hoth sides 
are thoroughly organized and each is honest- 
ly confident of victory. The a 
to tne regular Democracy 6 made 
up of Populists, Republicans 
disaffected Democrats, and they follow the 
the leadership of Reuben F. Kolb, himself a 
disaffected Democrat. The platt 
amalgamated forces isa combination of the 
Populist and Republican platforms. Among 
other things it calls for a protective and free 
silver. But their platform has cut 
no figure in this campaign. The Kolbites have 
made the fight solely on the talleged crooked 
election methods of the Democrats. They 
have charged fraud in elections on every 
stump inthe State. They claim that Kolo 
has been cheated out of the Governor- 
ship twice, in 1890, when 
a Democrat, for the nomination, and 
in 1892, when he ran as an independent. 
Kolb and his lieutenants assert that he was 
not only robbed of the office then, but that 
an effort will be madeto cheat him out of 
it thistime. But they openly swear that 
they will die In their tracks before they sub- 
mit again. 

The passions of the voters have been 
worked upon. The more ignorant Alliance

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 4.—On Monday 
next the State election in Alabama takes 
place.

ToKIo, Japan, Aug. 4.—According to the 
Official report received here from the com- 
mander of the Japanese forcesin the battle 
with the Chinese cn July 29, the former 
achieved a great victory, and suffered but a 
small loss.

The official report of Gen.

Position of the United States on Prop: 
osition to Keep Open Chinese Ports. 


WaSHINGTON, Aug. 4.—A strong denial is 
entered at the State Department of the pud- 


lished story that the Unit ates bas or 
will enter tnto a treaty inn N. 
ers to forcivly occupy and keep o 


treaty ports of China. It is also denied that 
any overtures to that end have come tous 
from othercountries. When the conditions 
were such that war was only threatened the. 
United States did use its good offices to avert 


the evil. It did soto earry outa solemn ob- 
ligation imposed upon us by the treaty with 
Corea whereby we bound ourselvesto pro- 
tect Corea In the following terms: 

If other powers deal unjustly or oppres- 
sively with elther government the other will 
exert their good offices on being informed of 
the case, to bring about an amicabie 
arrangement, thus showing their friendly 
feelings.’’ “ 

This obligation was entered into {in 1682, 
and it was under its terms that the President 
indicated to Japan that he would be pained 
should she inflict an unjust war upon Corea. 
That was as far as the United States coulda 
go In the Interest of our good offices and de- 
sides the shifting of the war cloud from 
Corea to China, relieved us from the neces- 
sity of further action. 

It is said atthe State Department that the 
attitude of the United States toward the Del- 
Mgerents in the present war will be t- 
terned upon our course at Rio. We will side 
with neithe: China nor Japan, but as was 
indicated by Mr. Bayard, our Ambassador to 
Great Britain, who is fully aware oF what is 
going on, the attitude of the United States 
will be one of ‘‘benevolent neutrality.’’ This 
is in keeping with our trad!tions and its pru- 
dence and safety has been amply demon- 
strated in the past.

The Real Ruler of China’s 400,000,000 
People. 


As the affair between Japan and China has 
come to the last resort, the man with whom 
Ja pan most reckon ia Id Hung Chang. There 
are {00,000,000 people in China, it ‘is estt- 
mated, and they all do what he tells them. 
He is very old and very shrewd and power- 
ful. He is not the Emperor, but is the real 
ruler. Beforé the Emperor undertakes to do 
anything he finds out what Li Hung Chan 
thinks of ft. In China the market value o 
his opinions is high. No man, unless it was 
Gengis Khau or Tamerlune, ever ruled a 
greater population. than he. Bismarck 
bossed only 45,000,000, Even the great Na- 
poleon could not give orders to more than 
100,000, but wifen Li Hung Chang says it 
must De done more ple than are in all 

rope and the United tates combined toe 
tiie mark. He uns many Offices, out first of 
all he is Prime Minister. He has been called 
the Bismarck of the Orient, but a year or 
two ago he remarked to Otto Khlers, the cel- 
ebrated German explorer: 1 see that in 
Europe they call me the Hismarck of China. 
hat might bave been true two or three 
ears ago, but now lam greater than he. He

though a great man anda Chinaman, he is 
not devoid of humor. Though Prime Minis- 
ter, he does not live at the capital. His 
home is at Tien Tsin, one of the greatest 
treaty posts. This is decause it is his 
Owe eapital, inasmuch as he is Viceroy of 
the province, which has 35,000,000 people 
over whom he has the power of lite and 
death, and he holds a vice-regal court in 
‘lien T'sin. 

All travelers in China want to see him. 
One would rather see a great man than read 
u boat him. Ifever you go to China and get 
an interview with Li Hung Chang, this will 
be the mode of procedure. 


VISITS TO THE GREAT MAN. 
You will ride to his palace in a sedan chair; 
the two poles of the chair will be twenty feet 
long and it will be carried by four Chinamen. 
A gorgeously dressed Chinaman ciad in dlue 


and red will ride on horseback in front of 
you. When the people see you coming they 
will get out of your way, for they will know 
that you are going to see the great man and 
they will argus that you are very much of a 
somebody in your on country. The palace 
is a collection of more than a hundred builld- 
ings surrounded by a high wall. You go 
through a court filled with soldiers, and then 
between two great wooden lions. Between 
them are great doors on which are painted 
the Chinese gods of war. 

Your carriers put you down here while 
your courier goes op before to announce you. 
He takes your card, which mast be made ac- 
cording to Chinese regulations, It isa piece 
of red paper 6 inches long and s inchee wide, 
and the inscription on it is not your name 
but some phrase descriptive of your special 
characteristics. Thus, when a visitor is 
coming, Li Hung Chung knows what to ex 
pect; that style of visiting card 
is be greatiy superior to 
those this country. After 
you have studied the dragons for a 
while you are carried through a series of 
doors into te reception-room. At first you 
are surprised atthe plainness of the apart- 
ment. The room is more than thirty feet 
square and there is a high divan ruaning 
ali around it. The ivan is covered 
with cheap, red cotton; the walis are 
cheaply pa poered and there is no carpet on 
the foor. A hundred dollars would prob- 
ably bea good price for everything in the 
room. sometimes Li Hung Chang comes 
into this reception room. 

He met Gen. Grant there, buat he won't do 
itfor you. It is merely your chief resting 
place before going into his sanctum. 
servant brings you two cups of tea and you 
must drink both, which probably you will De 
Glad to do. for they are made ot finer tea 
thaa has ever been exported from China. 

By and by anervous little man comes in 
and dance around the room. If you judge 
him by nis clothes you wlll take him for a 
Chinese swell, but though he dounds about 
like a rubber dall he looks too keen fora 
swell. He is holding your cari. He comes 
over and bids youin good English to follow 
him. Of you go, while he bobs up and down 
in frontofyeu. You pass through another 
series of rooms and enter a large parior 
plainly furnished, aad you are in the pres- 
ence of Li Hung Chang. 

WHAT HE LOOKS LIKE. 

You get a variety of impressions in a short 
time. First you think de is very large fora 
Chinaman, as be is over 6 feet 2 inches bigh. 
You note a great solitaire diamond ring as 
big as the end of your thumd glittering on 
his finger and then you are conscious that ne 


is staring at you with two very sharp Diack 
eyes. Heis74 years old and stoopsa little. 
His hair is a straggling gray and white. 
Beard and hair are the same color. His 
hands are long, slender and strong. Features 
pure hinese, eyes large, eyebrows thick, 
cheek-bones high, cheeks sunken, mouth 
wide, lips thin, teeth bad, chin narrow but 
strong, neck thick and corded, complexion 
deep yellow. 

Though he receives in plain apartments his 
dress is of the finest satin. Usually it is 
yellow incollor: He speaks fair Enxlish and 
knows everything that is going on all over 
the world, You will find that he knows a 
great deal more about the United States and 
Europe than you do about China. He will 
ask you a multitade of questions about poll- 
ticaland industrial subjects and this and 
that great man. If you Know Gen. Grant he 
will be delighted, for he is familiar with his 
career and thinks he is the greatest man he 
ever met. He won't tell you anything about 
Chinese politics. He will tell you what is 
more interesting. tie will tell you that he 
divides his day as follows: 

His DAILY LIFE. 

‘*I sleep five hours, work fourteen, devote 
five hours to exercise and recreation. I rarely 
vary from this rule, and think my good 
health is due to this regularity. I carry on 
my work by a systemand I don’t vary from 


it, [never worry and alwars sleep well. Be- 
fore I was 80 1 required eight hours sleep, 
now I want only five. 1 walk just 6,000 steps 
every day. 

He takes break fast at 7 o'clock and eats the 
following: Birds’ nest soup, rice soup, coffee 
without milk or sugar, two grains ot qui- 
nine. Immediately after, he goes to work. 
At l2o’clock he takes luncheon. After din - 
ner be goes to work again, and at2 o'clock 
he has himself shocked with a galvanic dat 
tery.

While expressions of opinion were coming 
in from chureh authorities in all parts of the 
country nothing was heard from Archbishop 
Corrigan until Tuesday of last week, This was 
provoked by a direct challenge in the columns 
which said:

We voice the sentiment 
Ota large majority of the liquor dealers of 
this city and Brooklyn in saying: ‘We dare 
the Archbishop to enforce in letter and spirit 
the ry ~~ against the liquor traffic just 
issued by Satolii.

This appeared on July 2%. Archbishop 
Corrigan was away at the time, and as soon 
as he returned he addressed the following 
letter to the editor of the Gazette: . 

In reply to your expressed wish, I have the 
honor to eay that I loyally accept the princi- 
Dies laid down by Satolii, both in their Spirit 
and to the letter. More than this, no Cath- 
olle can refusetoacceptthem. As to the 
fear of consequences, I have yet, thank God, 
to learn hat fear is in the discharge of 
duty. Please remember, however, that ac- 
cep ce of principles is not to be con- 
founded with the blind application of the 
same%n all occasions and under all circum- 
stances. M. A. CORRIGAN. 

While there could be no doubt as to the 
Archbishop’s approval of the Satolli and 
Watterson jetter, the acceptance of the 
principles and their dlind application on all 
occasions and under all circumstances, 
are made distinct matters bv the aArch- 
bishop, and on that fact some of the Catholic 
liquor dealers are building the belief that the 
doctrine of Bishop Watterson in this diocese 
at least, may not be very rigorously enforced. 


ACTION OF THE TOTAL ABSTINENCE UNION. 
In the discussion on the subject before the 
Catholic Total Abstinence Union in st. Paul 
last Wednesday, Mr. James Laughlin of 
Philadelphia took the ground that Satolli’s 


decision,as his letter approving Bishop Wat- 
terson’s action has come to be called, 
amounted to an interference with personal 
liberty. He was rather sharply replied to by 
a numberof delegates, after which, Laugh- 
Iin alone voting in the negative, the 
union adopted this sweeping statement: 

, The Catholic Abstinence Union see in the 
signs of thetimes much evidence that the 
temperance cause will have ma ny triumphs 
to record in the early future. It sees in the 
recent action of Bishop Watterson, which 
has been sustained by Satolli, a step inthe 
right direction. It believes that this action 
will erystallize the influ “nce Church a gainst 
the saloon and stamp this latter tndelib ly as 
the irreclaimable enemy of the church. The 
decision of the Papal Delegate cannot fall to 
give additional authority to the recommen.- 
dation of the Counetl of Baltimore that all 
Catholic saloonkeepers abandon as soon as 
they Can the dangerous traffic and embark in 
some becoming way of making a living. The 
Gecision will serve as a renewal of the 
invitation which the Pope has already 
addressed to all the priests in the 
land to enter into the work of 
temperance reform. Let all the pastors 
therefore do their best to drive the plagues of 
intemperance from the fold of Christ by 
assiduous preaching and by living befcre all 
as models of abst'nance, that so many 
calamities with whieh this vice threatens 
both Church and State may by their strenu- 
ous endeavors be averted. These words of 
the holy father now emphasized by 
decision of his representative 
enlist the sympathies of 
whole body of the clergymen in the 
cause Of total abstinence, and with the clergy 
strongly recommending against the saloon, 
the day of vindication for the church in 
America will beat hand. The scandalof a 
prepondering number of Catholics in the 
saloon busine«s is a disgrace too long 
endured. Whateverthe cause of the fact, a 
new day is at nand. 


ARCHBISHOP IRELAND'S APPSAL. 

In the remarkable sermon which he deliv- 
ered at the cathedral in st. Paul that day, 
Archbishop Ireland eloquently indorsed Sa- 
tollil. He appealed to his hearers in the name 
of God, the country and the church to be 


true Catholics and servants of the 
Church. ‘‘America,’’ he said, 
her face against the saloon, the den of 
corrupt politics, andany church which will 
not come out for temperance is an odious 
excresence of the soil.’’ The Catholic 
Church would lose mucheof Its influence if its 
members were not temperate. He spoke 
favorably of pleasure and festivity, but de- 
nounced the practice of having alcoholic 
beverages in connection with them and ex- 
pressed a desire that the time would soon 
come when it would be the accepted saying, 
that no drunkards are among the 
Catholics.’’ , 

Catholics in politics were admonished to 
oppose liqucr interests, vote against liquor 
men or their representatives and favor ieg- 
isiation restricting the ravages of liquor. 
He concluded his remarks by saying: 1 
speak for or against no political party, but do 
not, I pray, serve liquor interests under the 
plea of serving any party. Political 
Siavery isthe only explanation of the fact 
that in the legislatures and municipal coun- 
cils When iiquor interests are at stake many 
vote to sustain them and elect liquor men to 
office. Political slavery is base at all times, 
but never so base as when it brings with it 
slavery to alcohol. 

Represented at St. Paul were 763 total 
abstinence societies with a membership of 
55,445 men, women, boys and girls.

The Holy Father has a right to drink what 
wine he needs, and therefore I suppose 1 
must concede that what he buys some one 
may sell. We are not dealing with excep- 
tions but with plain facts,and whatever may 
betrue of Germany or Italy, or any other 
European country in which wine seems to do 
small harm, we now that here in the 
United States the harm and sorrow that 
Grink causes immense. In fighting 
liquor in this country we are fighting 
for the home, we are fighting the obscenity 
and vice and lawlessness of all kinds which 
come of the abuse of liquor. It is beside the 
point to tell us that Americans should do as 
many other peoples do—drink moderately— 
the fact is that many of them do not. That is 
what we have to deal with and not 
theory. A large roportion of Catholic 
bishops abstain rom liquor. Among 
them are Archbishops Ireland and Ryan, 
and I believe lam not wrong in adaing Car- 
dinal Gibbons. The effect vf the saloon in 
the United States has been mischievous. I 
Gare say there might be some instances, 
even in the Columodus Diocese, in which 
-atolliand Kishop Watterson could tolerate 
the sale of liquor. The South Carolina ats- 
pensaries, too, being under State control, 
might also de excepted, and 1 
see no reason why the drug stores 
should not under due restriction have a sim- 
lar privilege; no, politics are not directiy 
mixed up with the issue. Will one decree 
reform tkem? Will twenty decrees make 
them change their views? I should like to 
think so. I tbave only one thing more to say. 
We often hear that the church derives 
a great part of its revenue from the 
Catholic saloonkeepers; that is simply 
nonsense; whatever it may get from them 
the church prefers to do without. The 
priests can get all the money they need by 
fair means, for every dollar they get from 
saloon-keepers they are expected to grant 
favors. ‘the church had better beg for 
money honestly.’’ 

Rev. Dr. Edward McGlynn could not be 
seen at his house. He sent word that he was 
not prepared to speak on the matter. 

A STRONG PROTRST. 

Editor Smith of the Wine and Spirit Garetie, 
referring to the decree, which he said piaces 
seven-eighths of the liquor dealers of New 
York between the devil and the deep sea, 
between their adherence to the Catholic 
faith and their bread and butter, told a re- 


porter to-day that the strong attitude 
which his paper has taken was 
so taken only after mature delibera- 
tion and after sounding the feelings of the 
Catholic liquor dealers of New York City. 
Therefore its utterances reflect the senti- 
ment of the liquor trade in general, and as 
such have weight. The paperis owned by a 
stock company andits board of directors is 
composed of fiVe men, of whomtwo are 
prominent Catholics. One of them is a 
wholesale liquor dealer and a most loyal 
member of the church, very active inchurch 
work, anda manwho carefully deliberated 
before taking any step in the matter. He 
said. Nothing has been printed without the 
unanimous consent of the full board, and 
consequently our action is thoroughly re- 
svonsibie. The fight was forced onus. We 
did not enter into a crusade against the 
Pope on our own account, but when the de- 
cree was issued we saw the drift of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, or of its sentiment as 
expressed, and we conciuded that it was 
only a questionof time before the issue would 
be forced to a point where it must 
be answered. You wiil find, if you canvass 
the liquor dealers here, that they won't say 
a word against Archbishop Corrigan, but 
they will genounce the Italian Apostolic 
Delegate. I have received letters from 
liquor dealers inthis city and all over the 
country asking: Shall we abandon our bus!i- 
ness and give our competitorsa free field 
just because the Apostolic Delegate has de- 
cided to that effect?’ ’’ 

Untilthis question arose a great many of 
them favored Satoll!l and thought he was a 
very liberal and good man whom they were 
glad to support. Now they have changed 
their minds. His decree is un-American and 
unjust; nine-tenths of the Catholic liquor 
dealers in this city sell on Sunday and feel 
that this matter must now be forced, that it 
can be avoided no longer. I was 
advised at first that it would 
be better not to make Archbishop Corrigan’s 
letter public, put | held that it would do no 
harm; as it was a public document it would 
not be proper to withhold it. being an an- 
swer toa public demand for hisjopinion, and 
that it was intended for publication. If the 
Archbishop carries out the decree de surely 
must instruct the clergy that the privileges 
of the church must be denied to those who 
sell liquor on Sunday.What would that mean 
but excommunication of nine-tenths of the 
Catholic liquor dealers of New York?’’ 

Ar. Smith added that if the Archbishop 
adheres tothe last sentence in his letter the 
liquor dealers here have little to fear. 

THE RELIGIOUS PRESS. 

The religious press has a great deal to say 
about the liquor question. The Congrega- 
tionalist refers to it editorially. It prints 
first the Wine and Spirit Gazette’s challenge, 
and then adds that the consequences 
would be A partially purged church 
for one and a somewhat Gepleted 
treasury for another. Then, alluding to

gan’s letter, it says: 'the practical inter-

Ine Catholic Mirror of Baltimore, which Is 
recagnized as the organ of Cardinal Gibbons, 
evidently accepting the challenge as being 
that of the liquor dealers of New York, says 
editorially: ‘‘Those who welcome any- 
thing in the shape of dissension in 
the church are making the most 
of the correspondetice recently published. 
Detalls of the question and Satolul’s action 
are explained and the editorial continues: 
»The monsignor had reference, of course, 
exclusively to the question brought 
before Lim as it related to the Diocese 
of Columbus. Evidentiy he did not as 
sume to,lay down any law for the whole 
country oF to interfere with a question which 
belonged to the prerogative of the head or 
each diocese to settle for himself and his 
people. There are cities as Baltimore, where 
the people are for the most part temperate, 
sober aud decent, and little scandal is given 
by excessive use of liquor. But there may be 
other places where drinking has reached the 
proportions of vice to the destruction 
of whole families, soul and body, and where 
the traficin stimulants should be put down 
resolutely by every means sible. Wedo 
not know how matters m at Columbus, 
but judging from Bishop Watterson’s letter 
and the two letters of Satolli’s, more drink 
inw goes on there than is good for the Catn.-

Harrison Cause His Death. 


Was Kicked in the Abdomen by Den- 
ward Ezzell. 


CONFLICTING STORIES TPLD AROUT THE 
CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 


Harrison Claimed Before His Death 
That Ezzell Had Iusulied Mrs. Harri- 
sen and Ezzel!l Says That the Fight 
Grew Out of Harrison Speaking Dis- 
respectfally ef Mrs. Ezzell—An Opera- 
tion Performed tee Late to Be ef Any 
Benefit. 


Nicholas Harrison of 1237 North Eighth 
street died at the City Hospital about 3:80 
o'clock yesterday afternoon from peritonitis, 
resulting from alarge perforation of the 
Guodenum. Harrison was Kicked in the 
stomach Thursday morning by benward 
Ezzell, who lives in the same yard at the 
same number. 

Harrison said Ezzell came home drunk and 
insulted Mrs. Harrison. The husband re- 
sented the insult and the men fought. Ezzell 
Kicked Harrison in the abdomen. Harrison 
was removed to the City Hospital, where 
Dr. Heine Marks examined his wound and 
decided thatthe intestines had been torn. 


He advised Harrison and his wife that the 
operation of laparatomy was necessary to 
prevent peritonitis. He also warned them, 
as ie hie custom, of the (angers attending 
the operation. They would not consent to 
allow it to be perfermed until yesterday 
morning. Peritonitis had then set in and 
the chances for Harrison’s recovery were 
very much diminished. At the request of 
Harrison and his wife, Dr. Marks periormed 
the operation and found that a large per- 
foration of the duodenum had been the result 
of Ezzeil’s kick. 

Ezzeill is under arrest at the Third District 
Police Station, where he was seen in his cell 
by a Post-DispaTcu reporter last night. 

His story as lar as the provocation forthe 
Aght is concerned is directly contrary and 
contradictory to that of the dead man. 
Kzzell seemed to realize the serious situation 
in which he was. When asked for an ac- 
count of the trouble de told his story with- 
out hesitation. 


EZZELL’S STORY. 

It began last Sunday when I came home 
to dinner and found that it was not ready. 
Harrison was with me and made more fuss 
about itThanI did. He told me then that if 
he had a wife like mine he would mighty 


soon teach her to have his meals ready. 
Then he grabbed hold of my wife and abused 
her. Itook hold of him then and told bim 
we had always got along pretty well 
together and I didn’t want any trouble with 
him, Dut be must leave my Wife alone. He 
then went over to his house, which is in the 
same yard with mine, and came back after 
dinner and tried every way lhe could to get 
upafuss with me. I would not have it and 
put him off all the time. Things went on 
without any trouble until Thursday morning 
about lO o'clock. Then when we went home 
from Mathieson’s rag shop, where 
we work, he commenced again. He said 
tome that if he nada wife like mine he 
would make her stand around in good order, 
I told him not to talk about my wife the way 
he did, and then he wentto his house. Just 
after dinner l went out mthe yard to feed 
the pigeons that I keep there, when he 
followed me and got me nere in tite 
wood shed. He abused my wife and callea 
her names and 1 told him to nut up. He 
called her a name 1 chan stand 
and I hit at him. Hecameat meand i hit 
him again. Then he came with his head 
down,and | put up my foot and heran against 
it. I pushed him off then with my foot and 
we had one or two passes more. I did not 
hit him over six licks ali together, and never 
meant to hurt him seriousiy.’’

BY HIS SWEETHEART. 


Ames Brewer Will Prebably Be Con- 
victed ef Murder. 


DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 4.—One month ago the 
Gead body of Ira B. Oliver, about 20 years 
old, was found about fifteen miles from 
Dallas with the head nearly severed from 
the body. A large pocket Knife 
was found a few feet from the 
body and the officers were puzzled as to 
whether the tragedy was a murder or a sui- 
cide. It was learned that Oliver had been 
seen in the neighborhood with Amos Brewer, 
about the same age, and that they came to 
Dallas County together from near Bonham, 
in Fannin County. A few days later Brewer 


was arrested near Bonham,brought to Dallas, 
taken before a magistrate, Dut told such a 
clear story and gave such a good account of 
himself that he was discharged ana returned 
to Bonham. Yesterday he was re-arrested 
and brought to Dallas again on develop- 
ments pointing to one of the most 
sensational murders ever brought to 
light in this county, prolific of such 
crimes. Brewer was this afternoon taken 
to Ca rrollton and placed on preliminary trial 
before Justice C. E. Malone. he only wit- 
ness examined was the defendant’s sweet - 
heart, Miss Winnie Williams, living with 
the family of her brother, James Williams, 
a farmer ten miles from the place 
where the dead body of Ira B. Oliver was 
found. She testified thatthe day after the 
finding of the body Brewer returned to her 
home alone. He pledged her to secrecy, and 
confessed the murder of Oliver, saying 
that he killed Oliver because he 
had lied to her and others 
about him an@because he had betrayed his 
confidence. He said he would write a letter 
to the dead man dated at Fort Worth to allay 
suspicion saying that be would meet Oliver 
in a few days at the Williams home, that he 
was well and hoped Oliver was also, etc. 
This letter was written and is in possession 
ofthe State’s Attorney. ‘The trial was to- 
night adjourned by Justice Malone to be re- 
sumed before him in Dallas On Monday. It 
is said many witesses will be calied and 
sensational developments stretching from 
Texas to Tennessee will be brought out. 
Brewer was brought in from Carroilton at 9 
o clock and committed to the County Jai), 
All the parties to the case are former Ten- 
nesseeans, coming from a nbeighborhcod 
ninety wiles east of Memphis. Ira B. Oltver 
father of the dead man, arrived 
here, and Noah Brewer, father of the 
defennant will de here Monday. It tg said 
one feature of this story of crime is con- 
nected with a‘*moonshiner’’and murder sen- 
sation of the mountains of Tennessee, end 
the facts will be brought out in the course of

A Big Rumpus Caused by Congressman 
Geary of California. 


HOW HE RUFFLED THE FEATHERS OF 
COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 


Strong Talk on the Hawaiian Question— 
Democratic Members Upset by Vigor- 
ous Utterances—Adjourament of the 
Committees to Prevent the Adoption of 
the Resolution—Indorsed by Van Veor- 
hees. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug 4.—Oongressman 
Geary of California causeda big rumpus in 
the sober and dignified Committee of For- 
eign Affairs, this morning by an exceedingly 
emphatic speech onthe Hawallan question. 

The discussion in committee was concern- 
ing the resolution of recognition introduced 
several days ago by Mr. Boutelle of Maine, 
and Mr. Geary’s vigorous utterances upset 
the Democratic members to such an extent 
that they adjourned the committee to pre- 
vent the adoption of the resolution. The 
next regular meeting of the committee will 
be held on Thursday next, and, as Congress 
may adjourn before that time, the resolution 
has a slim chance of passing. 

Mr. Geary addressed the committee soon 
after the meeting was called toorder by 
Chairman McCreary. 

„This resolution, said he, was intro- 
duced by Mr. Boutelle for the purpose of 
tripping up the Democrats in the House. It 
was thought by the Republicans that the 
Democrats would reject the resolution and 
thereby make another blunder in this un- 
fortunate Hawaliantaffair.** The members of 


the committee looked up with some sur- 
prise at this statement, but Mr. Geary went 
on with emphasis: 

„There is no use endeavoring to conceal 
the fact, said he, for the whole country is 
well aware that the Democratic administra- 
tion has made a bad muddle of this whole 
Hawallan business. We have bdlundered 
from first to last, and when the members of 
this House go back to their constituents and 
take the stump in the coming campaign, 
they will be at their wits’jends to explain 
away the stupidity that has characterized 
the management of thisaffair, The issue is 
a pretty big one in my State, and for the life 
of me I cannot imagine what 1 am going to 
say tomy people.

COMPULSORY VOTING. 


The problem of how to get the American 
citizen to the polls will not down. It 
seems about useless to appeal to his pa- 
triotism. A drum and fife might bring 
him out to the defense of the flag in case 
of a foreign invasion, but he does not love 
his country well enough to appear in its 
service at all elections. However, there 
must be some way to make him,and brains 
are busy in the hope of hitting upon some- 
thing that will doit. 

In the Constitutional Convention of New 
York an effort is being made to bring 
about compulsory voting. Mr. Hill, when 
Governor, is said to have recommended in 
several messages this method of insuring 
complete elections. It is proposed that 
all persons who fail to go to the polls shall 
be deprived of the right of franchise for a 
period to be prescribed by the Legislature. 
Some more effective punishment than this, 
however, would be necessary. The man 
who neglects voting would not be likely to 
grieve if he were kept away from the ballot 
box a long time. 

One of the objections made to a com- 
pulsory law is that sometimes mem of in- 
telligence cannot conscientiously vote for 
the candidates who have been nominated, 
but if a compulsory law were desirable it 
might easily be so arranged that the voter 
could vote for any ‘‘dark horse’’ he might 
pick out. Laws have been made to keep 
men from voting, but a law to compel 
them to vote is a newscheme. in some 
States a man cannot vote until he has 
paid his poll tax, and it is said that in 
Norway no man can vote until he has been 
vaccinated. If there were only some way 
to inoculate us with patriotism, we should 
all be promptly on hand at every polling.

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ARTISTIC CRIMINAL TRIALS 

The inherent love of art which character- 
izes the French is shown in nothing more 
than the dramatic manner in which they 
get up their murder trials. 

The trial of Santo was an admirable 
illustration of the-air of romantic vivacity 
which surrounds the French Criminal 
Court. 

In this country, thetrial of a murderer, 
however interesting the circumstances of 
the crime, is a solemn and slow task. The 
prisoner walks into the court room. His 
face is serious and he says nothing. The 
attorneys argue and examine witnesses 
with monotonous assiduity and the Judge 
watches the proceedings with owlish 
gravity. The prisoner is quietly released 
if acquitted, or if convicted he is hung or 
otherwise disposed of several years later. 

Not so in France. There every man 
plays his part well. The light and shade 
of comedy and tragedy are nicely mingled. 
Everything is done with a due regard for 
dramatic effect. The Judge has a well- 
assorted collection of facial expressions at 
hand, The prisoner is dragged into court. 
He enlivens the proceedings by shouting 
and laughing tronically. He has fencing 
bouts with the Judge and the witnesses. 
He invariably cries out Vive la revolu- 
tion, ‘*Vive Il'anarchie, or vive 
something else when he is sentenced. He 
wears a contemptuous smile or look of de- 
fiance, He is ‘‘seized and hurried’’ from 
the court-room. 

M.de Paris is also perfect in his part, 
and is ably supported by the condemned 
man, who struggles and attempts to cry 
out, but is ‘‘siezed and thrown upon the 
guillotine.’’ As the head falle in the bas- 
ket with a sardonic grin and the spurting 
blood imbrues the spectators, the curtain 
falls. Itisall very stirring and gives zest 
to crime. 

But, after all, the greatest difference 
between criminal proceedings here and in 
France is the difference in time, which 
varies by six months and upward from the 
opening to the finale.

Henry Duncan,a colored man, shot and 
Killed Officer James Brady of st. Louis while 
in discharge of his duty Oct. 6, 18. Duncan 
was banged July 22, 1894—that is,three years, 
nine Months and sixteen days after the com- 
mission of the crime. There was never the 
slightest doudt of his guilt; never the slight- 
est reason why he should not suffer the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. Yet that penalty 
was delayed three years, nine months and 
sixteen Gays, until crime and criminal were 
practically forgotten by the community. 

I do not hesitate to call this cate ana there 


are many of a similar sort—a shameful 
travesty Upon justice. Such administration 
of law defeats the ends of law, which Is the 
protection of the innocent and not the pro- 
tection of the guilty. No member of the dan- 
gerous Class to which Duncan belonged will 
be deterred from doing what he aid by 
the experience of the dead murderer. He 
will think that as Duncan was not hanged for 
three years, nine months and sixteen days 
he mayescape as long, and perhaps alto- 
gether,and he will act accordingly when- 
ever sufficient provocation arises, as others 
are acting every day. 

Let us suppose that Dunean had killed 
Officer Brady in Englana. Within a few 
days of his arrest he would have hada pr 
liminary examination, and been reman 
tor trial. The trial would have speedily 
lowed, and conviction been supplerien 
by execution. Within three montis pro 
bly, or less, from the date ofthe murd: 
Duncan would have been hanged. No con 
tinuances, no change of venue, »n 
**new trial,’’ no appeals, none of th 
familiar tricks of the legal trade, woul 
have secured for him such postponement « 
punishmentas he obtained in Missour!. 
could have petitioned the Home Secretary 
who répresents the Government; but th 
petition would have been promptly dented 
and the execution would have occurred ot 
the day fixed by the court which condemnea 
him. 

What is the natural consequence of this 
aifference between the criminal practice of 
England and Missouri? The murders com- 
mitted in St. Louis, with its 600,000 popula- 
tion, are out ofall proportion to those com- 
mitted in London, with its 5,000,000 popula- 
sion; if, indeed, they do not actually exceed 
theminnumber. How long is this miserable 
and contemptible condition of things to con- 
tinue? It is at once apublic danger anda 
public disgrace,

AN HISTORIC PORTRAIT. 


William Winter, the well-known au- 
thor, dramatic critic and Shakspearian 
enthusiast, writes an interesting letter to 
the New York Tribune from London con- 
cerning various literary and historical an- 
tiquities which he has lately seen there and 
elsewhere in England, apparently for the 
first time. Among thema certain ‘‘life- 
like and very powerful picture’’ at War- 
wick Castle, which he dismisses in three 
lines, and which, because of both subject 
and artist, deserves fuller description. 

The artist is Anthony Van Dyck, the 
Prince of portrait painters, and a finer por- 
trait than this one he never painted. It is 
a half-length, or less, of a man in the 
prime of life, apparently about 42 years of 
age. The figure is in armor, with a large, 
loosely-fitting linen collar of the seven- 
teenth century falling carelessly around 
the neck. The complexion is dark, but 
clear, with the bloom of perfect health 
shining through. The hair—worn rather 
long—is black or very dark brown, and 
inclined to curl; the small mustache and 
imperial are somewhat lighter in color; 
the jaws strongly set, the lips firmly 
fixed, the forehead high but not broad.

It is estimated 
that every man withdrawn from civil life 
for military or naval purposes is an annual 
loss to the community of §200. This 
amounts to $600,000,000, which, added to 
the §730,000,000 already mentioned, means 
that it eosts Europe about $3,750,000 a 
day to keep iteelf ready for war’’—even if 
not a single hostile gun is fired. 

Austria—which pays less in proportion 
than the other first-class powers for its 
war whistle—spends more than $50,000,000 
tor ita army and 366,000, 000 for its navy. 
Bach year 120,000 young men are taken 
from the trades and professions and kept 
in the active army three years; then 
transferred to the landwehnfor ten years, 
and then to the landsturm for another ten. 
Service is compulsory and universal, so 
that every man in the empire, not physi- 
cally or mentally incapacitated, must 
serve either in the army, navy, reserve, 
landwehr or landsturm from his 19th to 
42d year. The peace establishment is 84 
per cent of the population. 

Italy spends about $50,000,000 annually 
on its army and about €20,000,000 
on its navy. All able-bodied men must 
serve in some way from their 20th to their 
88th year, The annual crop of recruits is 
over 820,000; the peace establishment 
numbers 280,000, not including 600,000 of 
mobile militia and 1,651,000 territorial 
militia. The war strength in time of 
peace is 9 per cent of the population. 

Germany spends @nnually 6105, 000, 000 on 
its army, and 612, 500, 000 on its navy. All 
must serve in some branch of the army, or 
in the navy, from the age of 20 to 45, and 
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Christians of their State are determined 
that they shall be governed by the State 
law rather than by the Fourth Command- 
ment. 

Prosecutions which savor of rank perse- 
eution have been pressed against them 
through all the State Oourts. The State 
Supreme Court having affirmed the pains 
and penalties inflicted on them for obey- 
ing their own consciences and the letter 
of the divine law in preference to the law 
of the State, they appealed to Judge Ham- 
mond of the United States Cireuit Court 
to hold that the State law conflicts with 
that provision of the Federal Constitution 
which forbids Congress to make any law 
respecting an establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof. But 
Judge Hammond beld that this restriction 
applied to Congress only, and was not to 
be found in the list of things prohibited 
to the States. 

From this decision they have appealed 
to the United States Supreme Court, and 
that tribunal will probably tell them that 
the Federal Constitution leaves the State 
of Tennessee free to utterly disregard both 
the Old and the New Testament and to set 
up any new Btate religion which a majority 
of her voters may choose to establish. In 
other words, with a majority of Tennessee 
voters on their side, the Seventh-Day Bap- 
tists will bé free to impose heavy fines and 
long terms of imprisonment on all the 
Tennessee Christians who break the law 
by working on Saturday because they are 
too poor to keep two days of the week 
holy, and because their religious oon vio- 


man is liableto be called to service,

Wasninoron, D. C., Aug. 4.—There is great 
Consterpation among the colored Govern- 
ment employes who have failed to contribute 
**assistance’’ to the ‘‘ Afro-American Bureau 
of Organization of the Democratic Con 
gressional Committee. This is a new 
Dureau organized under the direction of O. 
H. J. Taylor, the colored ‘Recorder of Deeds, 
and the idea of assessing the col- 
ored .employes of tue departments 
in regular campaign fashion is 
aiso a new one. The dureau is in 
charge of R. G. Still, who some time ago sent 
out letters for assistance. From ali re- 
ports the replies were far from satisfactory. 
Within the last few weeks a large percenfage 
ofthe colored men who were employed in 
the War Department have been discharged, 
and their dismissal, it is charged, was due to 
their failure to contribute. Now the colored 
employes of the other departments are ina 
State of alarm. They fear that they are also 


booked for decapitation. 
One of the letters received by a colorea 


employe reads as follows:

The Democratic 
party bas tagen an advance stand in the ere- 
ation of this Afro-American bureau, it being 
the first time that any political problem has 
piaced colored men in charge of the political 
work among the people ot that race. Our 
efforts are not confined to Washington, but 
~ @xteod all over the country.’ 

This explanation is ingenious, but it wil! 
herdly satisfy the Civil Service Commission, 
who will make an examination. It is aleo 
said that several colored employes have con- 
tributed money. An inquiry by the Com- 
missioners may bring out interesting facts.

Henry T. Bowman Arrested on a

MANUFACTURERS WHO WERE RECENT- 
LY VICTINS OF A SIMILAR GAME. 


Bowmen When Arrested Denies His 
Guilt—He Purchased on a Check From 
His Son-in-Law, Which He Thought 
Was All Right—His Statement. 


Henry T. Bowman, a well-dressed ind tvia- 
val about 58 years old, was arrested at 
Broadway and Biddle street yesterday af- 
ternoon ahout 3 o’clock by Officer P. Sull!- 
van of the Third District, on suspicion of 
fraud. The arrest was made atthe instance 
of John Yerkes, senior member of 
the firm of Yerkes & Finan, 
dealers in woodenware machinery at Ninth 
and Dock streets. The police claim that 
Bowman is a badly needed person and allege 
that be has obtained money dy fraudulent 
means from various firms around town, 
among them being Hall & Brown Woodwork- 
ing Machine Co., 1915 North Broadway, and 
Joseph F. Wangler Boller-works Co., 1547 
North Ninth street. 

YERKES CAUGHT HIM. 

The circumstances surrounding the arrest 
of Bowman are somewhat interesting. Yes- 
terday afternoon he calied at the works of 
Yerkes & Finan and purchased a iot of 
machinery for wood- working purposes. The 
amount of the purchase was $445, and when 
Bowman came to pay for the goods he dis- 
played a letter purporting to have 
been written by H, H. Hand of 
Brunswick, Mo., who Bowman clalms 


is his son-in-law, The letter, which appears 
below, explained who Bowman was and 
showed that he was ordering the machinery 
for Hand, who 16 sald to bea chair manu- 
facturer at Brunswick, and also purported to 
show that Hand ned orwarded checks al- 
ready drawn with which to pay for certain 
machinery wanted by him at his factory. 
As Bowman handed this letter to Yerkes 
he at the same time extended a 
check for $465, which wee dravon on the Con- 
tinental Bank on Aug. 8, and which bore the 
signature HK. H. Hand. “Mr, Yerkes received 
both check and letter. He read the letter, 
and then drew a check for $29, which he 
turned over to Bowman in lieu of cash for 
the change, the check in payment 
for the goods being that much 
in excess of the price. Bowman left 
the office, and immediately Yerkes tele- 
phoned to the bank in order to ascertain the 
validity of the check. He received an an- 
swer to the efiect that no man named H. H. 
Hand of Brunswick, Mo., had aay mone ron 
deposit in the bank. A messenger was sent 
to the bank, and Mr. Yerkes set out after Mr. 
Bowman. At Broadway and Biddie street he 
accosted him, and meantime Officer Suitivan’s 
attention was called to the case and Bow- 
man’s arrest followed. While Bowman and 
Mr. Yerkes were discussing the situation the 
latter returned to Yerkes the $20 check which 
he had received as change. Bowman was 
taken to the Third District Station and after- 
ward removed to the Four Courts. 
when searched the letter purport- 
ing to be written by H. H. Hand 
and another check for $375 drawnion the 
Continental Bank by H. H. Hand and pay- 
able to P. A. Finan Machine Co., were found 
in his possession. The letter reads as 
follows: 
THE LETTER. 
BRUNSWICK, Me., Aug. 3. 

Dian Fr. BOWMAN—I intended to go to St. Leute 
this eveniag. dat have just received a telegram 
from Denver, Col., saying Bro. Tom had met with 
an aecident and wants me to come to him at once. 
So I will start to Denver to-night. I dent know 
how long I will be but I 
want you, if possible, to up and 
take charge here until Ireturan. This telegram has 
upset me entirely. lam so nervouslcan haraly 
write at all and thing is mast be a bad accident, but 
still hope it is not very seriogs.

Both the check f which the Wangler Boller 
Works and the one which Brown and Hall 
gave the purchaser were paid. More rom- 
plaints ofa similar character are expected 
by the police, and it is said thatthe O’Brien 
Boller orks was victimized in this same 
manner. Messrs. Wangler, Brown and 
O’Brien have been notified of the arrest of 
Bowman and he will be brought before them 
to-morrow.

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 4.—The sensation in

Itisan open secret that the prohibitory 
law has not been enforced in the larger 
cities.

Our opponents in the 
campaigncan start outwith the clear and 
admitted proposition that the prohbibitory 
law has been generally disregarded inthe 
larger cities, I fear also that they can 
easily show sympathetic boodlirg Dy 
the police departments. How much evidence 
will then be required to convince those of 
our people who are especialiy interested in 
the enforcement of the probibitory law, that 
the administration is directly connected 
with all of these practices. Worst 
of all I dread possible developments 
showing direct connection of the executive 
office with these matters. We have all the 
matters to defend that we can possibly carry 
without having to meet charges of corrup- 
tlon. Judge Allen cautions the Lieutenant- 
Governor to show the letter only to his dis- 
creet friends, but in some way it came into 
possession of the Republicans and to-day 
nothing else is taiked about.

DREADFUL SIGHT WHEN THE CHARRED 
REMAINS WERR FOUND. 


Terrible Wounds in Their Sands and 
Necks— Almost Decapitated—The Cort - 
tage Set on Fire te Destroy All u. 
deuce—A Full Confession—The Mur- 
der of Old Man Hendrix and His 
Young Wife. 

* 

BRUSSELS, Aug. 4.—The most senéationa 
criminal trial in the annals Of Belgium was 
concluded to-day at Mons by the conviction 
of all but one of the accused. 

In August last the cottage occupied by an 
old man named Hendrix and his young wife, 
who were popularly supposed to have money 
hidden in their house, was set on fre and de- 
stroyed. The charred remains of the couple 
were found in the ruins and it was at first 
thought that they had been burned to death. 

Facts came to the knowledge of the police, 
however, which led toan investigation being 
made, when it was found that Hendrixs and 
his wife had been murdered. 

Both were found to have terrible wounds 
in their heads and necks, inflicted with some 
sharp instrument that had hearly decapi- 
tated them. The cottage had been set on 
fre in order to destroy, if possibile, all evi- 
dence of the murders. The police began to 
search for the gulity persons, 
it being evident that several had been con- 
cerned in the crimes, It was learned thata 
one-armed man named Van Ham had been 
seen in the vicinity. He was arrested and 
at once made a fall confession. He de- 
scribed how the deed dad been com- 
mitted and ascribed the first idea of the 
crime to a man named Dumeunier. The 
revelations of Van Ham served as the Dasis 
for farther inquiry, and the police gradually 
traced the existence of an organized gang of 
malefactors known @s the Black Band of the 
Center, of which Van Ham was the leader. 

AN ORGANISED BAND OF ROBBERS. 

This band has for years been carrying on a 
systematic robbery and pillaging, bDreaking 
into ratlway goods stores, pilfering from 
coustry cottages and farm houses and 

one case robbing a church. 
than sixty pew robberies 
traced to members ef the band. 

The headquarters of the baud was at 4 lonely 

country inn kept by a Woman named 

Godeau, who, together with another woman, 

were soon in custody. The police found the 

inn handsomely furnished and full of rich 
stuffs and valuables. Altogether, thirteen 
members of the band were arrested and 
placed on trial at a special sitting of the Hat - 
naut Assize Court. 

TWO HUNDRED WITNESGES. 

Two hundred witnesses were called by the 
prosecution and the evidence against the ac- 
cused was overwhelming. Van Ham Du 
meunier and Demo were found guilty of 
murder of Hendrix and his wife and 


they were sentenced to death. The 
other members of the band were con- 
victed of burglar and other crimes 
and were sentenced to various terms of im- 
prisonment. Aman named Quevis was sen- 
tenced to twenty years’ imprisonment at 
hard labor, two others were condemned to 
fifteen years’ imprisonment, while the re- 
mainder of the prisoners were given shorter 
terms. Thetrialexcitedthe greatest inter- 
est and the crowds seeking admission to the 
court were so large andtso unruly in their 
eagerness to get inside that large detach- 
ments of police were assigned to Keep order. 
Van Ham has already served several terms 
of imprisonment. On one occasion while in 
prison he feigned insanity to secure his re- 
movaltoalunaticasylum. He was success- 
fuland shortly after he was transferred to 
the asylum he made bis escape. The police 
found no trace until after the Hendrixs mur- 
ders.

PNEUMATIC. GUNS. 


— 


Their Value as a Ship’s Armament a 
Question Now Discussed. 


Lor. SHROEDER BELIEVES IN THE 
VESUVIUS AND HER CABROR, 


Be Expleinse Why Her Dynamite Shelis 
of Heavy Charge Will Frove Effective 
in Battie—But the Ordnance Bureau 
Has Pronctuneed Against Them. 


Wasnivoron, D. C., Aug. (Te appoint- 
ment by Secretary Herbert of a Doard to re- 
port on the present capabilities of the 
Vesuvius and her probable value if turned 
into an ordinary cruiser, accords with the 
propositions of the lately passed navy ap- 
propriation bill; that Dill turns aside, for 
the construction of three torpedo doats, a 
sum of $450,000 originally appropriated 
for a second Vesuvius. Had the 
dynamite thrower been satisfied she 
would doubtless have been duplicated, 
but the Bureau of Ordnance pronounced 
against her distinctive armament. Yet it is 
interestingtofindthe former commander of 
of the Vesuvius, Lieut. Shroeder, putting him- 
self on record as still a stanch belfever in 
that vessel’s pneumatic battery. He admits 
the disadvantage in the system from the fact 
that the velocity of the projectile is very iow, 
coupled with the mortar-like fre'of the 
pneumatic gun. It is clear that the enemy s 
vessel under steam might seriousiy dis- 
turb the calculations made for hit - 
ting her by getting outof range. But Lieut. 
Shroeder takes the ground that the dis- 
advantages are partiy balanced by the addli- 
tional sige of the effective target. That isto 
say, while the ordinary shell attacks the 
hull above water, and the torpedo Delow, 


with the shell from the pneumatic gun any 
hit counts. If it were a mast or &@ simoke- 
stack the Getonation of 200 pounds of high 
explosive, even 50 feet in the air, would leave 
very little gut in the neighboring part of 
the ship; if it fell short by twenty or thirty 
yards, it would be still more effective, be- 
cause, fitted with a time fuse, it would deto- 
nate in contact or close under the bottom. 
Still it is admitted that the successful em- 
ployment of this weapon depends greatly on 
the prompt ascertainment of the range, and 
that where the enemy is changing his dis- 
tance rapidly it will be difficult to regulate 
the Ore. 

Some compensation in this predicament is 
given where the enemy's vessel is approach- 
— sO as to make the entire length of nis 
shipin the line of re. It is clear from these 
views from one of the principa! advocates of 
the pneumatic gun that at best itis to be re- 
garced only as an auxiliary and that the 
main reliance should doe on ordinary power 
cans with their horigunt&l sheet fring, ana 
their range far exceeding that of the pnea- 
matic gun. With the accuracy of the latter 
oniy to be relied on when itcan securea 
choice of position in reference to the 
enemy, it is perhaps not strange that 
in a feet so small as our own, 
it should be deemed desirable to 
get a better supply for the present of ordin- 
ary war ships and torpedo boats without de- 
voting any of them tothisexperiment. But 
there are other grounds on which the official 
recommendation to change the Vesuvius into 
an ordinary torpedo boat eruiser is based. 
Not only were the fuses when tried found 
faulty, but serious trouble was bad with the 
principal valve regulating the pneumatic ap- 


paratus. 

Lieut, Shroeder shows, however, that the 
rapieff fuse can be perfected, and, in fact, 
Gemonstrations have since been given that 
the question of the fuse need give no anx- 
fety. It is also cieariy possibie that the en- 
tire machinery could be so perfected as to 
remove any objections made to it hitherto. 

But a further consideration is as to the 
unfitness of the Vesuvius herself as a 
form for her pneumatic battery. 
point it is clear that, althougn she has high 
speed, in other respect she is not well suited 
to her task. As Lieut, Shroedersays: Had 
she been designed less for speed she would 
— 2 more efficient and formidable 

sel. 

He thinks in any case it is better to have 
vessels of this class to operate in pairs, one 
taking advantage of an enemy's position 
where the other nnot. A better vessel 
than the Vesuvius could be built, he ve- 
lieves, by strengthening the bow for ram- 
ming, putting an iach or more of inclined 
armor over thé machinery and loading 
rooms, Carrying one gun aft, instead of for- 
ward, and possibly also making one of the 
bow s horizontal in order to be sure of 
a hit, even with shorter range. 
This last chaage would be liabie, however, 
to the objection of exposing the gun and crew 
to the enemy’s fire. Other improvements 
suggested area heavier Oring tower and a 
broader beam, so as to give better facilities 
for turning, more oss greater 
length of base line for the range finder. He

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PHILLIPS STRIKES JONES ON THE HEAD, 
KILLING HIM ALMOST INSTANTLY. 


The Men Were Working on a Building in 
Course of Erestion on Belt and Semple 
Avenues—FPhillips Arrested—-His Ac- 
count of the Bnoounter. 


As the result ofa quarrel about noon yes- 
terday between William Jones and David 
Phillips, colored hod-carriers empleyed on a 
bullding in course of erection at the south- 
east corner of Belt and Semple avenues, 
Jones is dead with his skull crushed in with 
a brick and Phillips is held to answer for his 
death. K 

Phillips is 26 years old. He is unmarried 
and lives at 2304 Morgan street. Jones leaves 
a family living at the corner of Twenty- 
second and Oarr streets. 

Jones was quarrelsome and got in a row 
with Watson, the colored leader of the 
hodcarriers. He became abusive and 
seemed inclined to extend the quar- 
rel to everybody in his neighborhood. 
Finally he and Phillips became involved ina 
wordy, recriminating warfare. According 
to the statements of eye-witnesses, Phillips 
was anxious to avoid trouble and begged 
Jones to return te work and cease his abuse. 
Jones was notinclined to do so, and fnailly 
seized a brick and aimed it for Phillips’ 
head. Phillips also seized a brick 
and told Jones not to throw, at the 
some time adroitiy dodging the missile. As 
Jones was rising with another brick Phi- 
lips hurled the one he held at Jones. The 
brick struck Jones squarely in the back of 
the head and he fell on his face, with blood 
fnowing Jones rose 
upon his so. for 
uw condition. 
Then he sank back, became unconscious and 
died in about half an hour. The skull was 
crushed in. 

PHILLIPS CAPTURED. 

Phillips did not wait to see the result of the 

Oght, but left in short order. He was cap- 


tared after a bard rua by Officer Monrotus at 
the corner of Union and Wells avenues, 

Phillips was seen atthe Sixth District Po- 
Ie Station by a Post-DisPaTou reporter. 
He told a straight-forward story, which was 
corroborated in the main by eye-witnesses 
of the encounter. He said he did not know 
Jones es by the name of Will. 

**Will staid on top ofthe house about ten 
minutes one trip, said Phillips. The gang 
boss, named Watson, ordered him to come 
down and get another load of brick like the 
rest of us. Will returned an ill-natured 
answer, cursing the boss in vile language. 
Finally he came and told the boss he would 
kill bim if he ordered him about, The 
boss did not say much and left Will. 
Will seemed to grow madder the more other 
people kept cool and said; Well, if you do 
mot like my ways you know what you 
can do.’ 

On the nexttrip he again began mutter- 
ing wnat he would do to Watson and finally 
turned on me, saying I was mixed up in his 
trouble too. He cursed and abused me. 
Itolad him to go on and quit bothering me. 
Instead of that he tried to bit me witha 
brick. I dodged, and when I saw he was 
going to throw again I let fly too.

THE PROSKCUTION., 

These aMdavits were procured by the min- 
isters in order that théy might furnish 
Mayor Jacobs with sufficient evidence to jus- 
tify him in causing the arrest of the Russell

MRS. RUSGELL’S FLIGHT. 


It was promptly served by Marshal Staf- 
ford and the woman was taken before Police 
Justice Buckbee, who set he hearing for the 


following morningand admitted the prisoner 
to bail in the sum of $200, the minimum 
amount. She sent for several well-known 
men to come and sign her bond, but ali re- 
tused except Edward Murdock, her brother- 
in-law. Two hoers after the bond was made 
outa report was circulated that the woman 
was preparing toleavethecity and complaint 
being made that urdock was not sufficient 
security, orders were given the police to re- 
arresther. When the officers went to her 
rooms they found the door Darricaded, but 
effecting an entrance they chased the woman 
through the halls, upa ladder to the roof, 
througha scuttle and down a back stalir- 
case toa physician’s office, where stie was 
found secreted in a dark closet. She was 
again brought before the Justice and a bond 
furnished by Mac Thocker, a capitalist. 

The arrest caused a tremendous sensation 
and the Ministers’ Alliance, supported by 
the wives of twenty-five prominent citizens. 
rosolved that the prosecution should be of 
such character that the woman would be 
given no chance to escape. Bat when the 
case was called the next morningthe Russell 
woman’s lawyer, J. U. Flanigan, coolly an- 
nounced that his client had left the city and 
that her bond might be forfeited. 


A PUBLIC INDIGRHATION MEPFTING. 

The roinisters ‘ana ladies who had em- 
ployed special counsel to aid in the prosecu- 
tion were boiling with indignation and were 
not sparing of words in denouncing those 


who had permitted her toslipaway. They 
berated the Judge, the City Attorney and the 
Marshal, and then adjourmed to the 
City Hall, where an indignation 
meeting was held, presidel over by 
Mrs, Kebecca Hallofthre W. C. T. U. Be- 
sides the ministers, there were present a 
large number of ladies, among them being 
Mrs. B. J. Gladden, Mra. N, T. Manley, Mrs. 
Dr. L. I. Matthes and Mrs. Dr. W. 1 
King. They sent for Mayor jacobs, 
promptly responded, a in his presence

and Police Justice Buckler for teleasing the 
prisoners on 80 all a bond. 

The charges ainst Councilman Torphy 
and Postmaster Thomas were freely dis- 
cussed, and both of these men were handled 
without gloves in the numerous speeches 
that were made. Mayor Jacabds pledged h!m- 
self to fully investigate the chafges against 
city officials, and assured the ministers and 
the ladies that if the oficiails were 
found guilty they should be promptiy 
removed. Resolutions were adopted 
calling on the officials to prove their Inno- 
cense or resign and it was decided that com- 
petent and trustworthy legal talent be em- 
ployed to press the prosecution. Referring 
to the escape of Mrs. Russell, Prosecuting 
Attorney J. T. James, who is making a 
thorough investigation, makes this state- 
ment to the Post-DIsSPaTCH cofrespondent:

INSTANTLY KILLED.

Conductor Ackerman Run Over by His 
Own Trail-Car. 


Conductor Henry Ackerman, a young con- 
ductor on the Cass Avenue and Fair Grounds 
Electric Rallway, was instantly killed yes. 
terday afternoon dy being run over by the 
trall car on his own train. The accident hap- 
pened ataboat 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon 


when the travelwas comparatively light, 
and out few peopie were on elther of the two 
cars. The train was going westward on 
Cass avenue at an ordinary rate of speed, 
and was just slacking up for the crossing at 
Twenty-eighth street, Whenthe train was 
directly opposite Cullen & Kelly’s livery sta- 
bie, which is but a few doors from the cor- 
ner, Ackerman started to from 
the motor car to the trailer. The step 
is a pretty long one because the motor car 
has no side running board while the traller 
has Duta narrow one set in close. As ACK- 
erman stood with one foot on the trailer and 
one onthe step ofthe motor he was seen 
to suddenly loose his hold on the motor han- 
die and swing in with his face toward the 
Gash board of thetrailer. Then he lost his 
grip on the trali car and dropped like a shot 
between the two cars, alling almost 
fiat on his back with his bead toward the 
middle of the track. In another instant the 
car had pessed diagonally across bis breast, 
striking bim at about the lower rib on the 
right side and passing across and off over his 
left arm and shoulder. Both wheels on the 
right side of the trailer passed over 
him wth a sickening thump and when 
he was hurriedly carried in to 
the livery stable he gave a gasp 
or two and was dead. It all happened so 
suddenly that no one could call out or stop 
the car to save him.

AN ICEBERG 
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SE 


Stopped the Voyage of the Miranda 
to Greenland. 


Account of the Accident.Which Nearly 
Sunk the Ship.

Twe Boat Leads Leave the Ship at 
St. Jobn’s for Battle Harber and Re- 
term Almest Exhausted After Being 
Lest at Sea-—The Excursionists Still 
Expect to Reach the Greenland 
Ceast.

Special Cerrespondence SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH 
Sr. JOHN’s, Newfoundland, Aug. 1.—The 
members of Dr. Cook’s arctic expedition are 
at present very mach in doubtas tothe truth 
of the old saying that ‘‘A bad beginning 
makes a good ending. Ill-luck has followed 
in the path of the Miranda from the start, 
which has compelled the vessel to return to 
this port to repair damages. It Is quite an- 
certain now whether the last act in this 
novel trip has been reached and that the 
party must disperse, of whether those who 
stick by the vessel and Dr. Cook will by their 
zealand perseverance yet reach thé shores 
of ice-bound Greenland. 

A monster iceberg and a ‘‘biack’’ fog were 
the direct cause ofthe abrupt ending of the 
first chapter of this expedition, The story of 
the Miranda’s collision and fortunate escape 
from disaster is a thrilling one. To the 
eighty-turee souls on board dh that foggy 
July morning the incident will always be re- 
membered with the strangest feelings. It 
came so quickly and was over s0 soon that 
after-refiections on what apparently ought 
to have happened and what actually di 
were quite as thrilling as the moment 
collision itself. 

We did not intend to stop at St. John’s, but 
Capt. Farrell was dissatisfied with the way 
his compass acted, and it was thought 
best to see thatit was properly regulated 
before proceeding further. Off the harbor 
of St, John’s we caught sight of our first ice- 
berg, but as the vessel drew near a drizzling 
rain set in, much to the disgust of those who 
carried cameras. Fortunately a man was 
found toadjust the compass on the same 
afternoon, and Dr. Cook succeeded in ship- 
ping — 22 the Second Mate of the Kite on 
the first Peary expedition, one of the most 
experienced ice sailors on the Newfoundland 
coast. 

STRIKING THE BERG. ; 

It was just before 8:20 a. m. on Tuesday, 
July 17, when some one who was standing on 
the bridge remarked to Dunphy that the fog 
was lifting. Dunphy looked ahead and saw 
a dim streak of light. Quick as thought he 
ordered the helm to be put a-port and the 
engines reversed at full speed. Phe Miran- 
da’s head swung off in ready response, while 
the clang of the signal- bells and the rattling 
of the rudder-chains gave to the passengers 
the first intimation of approachiog danger. 
Almost simultaneously with this there 
loomea up hardly 100 feet away 
the huge white mass of an enormous 
iceberg. So large was it and so thick the fog 
that the outlines could not be distinguished. 
Dunphy saw a collision was inevitable, for in 
the intervening space between the berg and 
the vessel there was not room to -clear our- 
selves. He grasped the situation with 

vick intuition, and hastily putting the ruad- 
der to the starboard, broughtthe Miranda’s 
prow so as to meet the formidable mass with 
head fullon. Then there was a moment of 
feartul suspense for those who from the 
bridge waited for the crash that bade fair to 
end in sudden and perhaps fatal shipwreck. 

The rapid revolutions of the reversing pro- 
peller made the ship trembie from stem 
to stern as if it were alive and shuddered at 
the irresistible’ force bearing on it. But so 
quickly did it all happen tuat the vessel’s 
speed slackened little, if any. Then came 
the shock. 

The Miranda’s tron prow crushed into the 
whitish mass ana the crash made ber shiver 
like an aspen leaf. There was a dead stop. 
If there were cries they were drowned by the 
sound of crumbling ice and crashing plates. 
Then the propeller made itself felt, and the 
Miranda backed out from the wedge-like 
opening it had made and careened to one 
side. Wethought the boat was filling, but 
she quickly righted again and we knew the 
worst danger had passed. 

AD examination of the bow revealed the 
extent of the injuries which had been re- 
ceived. Three iron plates on the starboard 
side were broken in and the forward gunwale 
spiintered. The deck for about fifteen feet 
aft was covered with pieces of ice, but they 
were mere chips and had done no harm, 


THE LEDGE SAVED HER, 

The ship strack a portion ofthe berg pro- 
jecting above water andas a consequence 
the greatest part of the force struck some six 
or eight feet above the water line, and there 
the damage Was naturally heaviest. If the 
plates below the water line had suffered tothe 
ga me extent as thoge above or it Dunphy had 
allowed the vessel to present her side tothe 
berg instead of her prow, the result would 
have been serious. As it the momen- 
tum of the vessel carried it six feet into 
the solid ice.

IS HE VAN AUKEN? 


The Man Arrested at Detroit Under the 
Name of ©. K. Hebbs. 


DerroiT, Mich., Aug. 4.—Standing behind

„It the City Hall is to be completed, and it a 
new Hospital is to be built, and additions 
made to the eleemosynary institutions, there 
seems to be but one way by which means can 

provided for these purposes, and that is, 
to avail ourselves ofthe constitutional pro- 
vision which authorizes the increase in the 
tax rate above the limit alowed for general 
9 — when such increase lis for public 
ulldings. The tax rate can only be in 
creased by submitting the proposition to a 
vote of the people, and it will require a two- 
thirds vote to carry the proposition. The 
amount of increase, and the number of years 
during which the increased rate shall be per- 
mitted to be levied, must also be determined. 

Nothing but absolute necessity can justify 
the increase in tax rate; but it is a question 
which belongs solely to the people, and it is 
for them to decide whether our City Hall 
shall be speedily completed, and needed ad- 
ditions made te the eleemosynary institu- 
tions, or not. 

ny own belief is that the completion of the 
City Hall, the building of new hospitals, the 
Making of needed additions te our other in- 
stitutions, and the buliding of additiona! 
bridges connecting the northern and south- 


ern portions or the cit Will add 
greatly to the genera prosperity 
and property values ofthe city.

Comparative Statement and Suggestions 
by the Health Commissioner. 


Health Commissioner Homan has prepared 
the following comparative statement, show- 
ing the location of typhoid fever cases in the 
city.

It will be resnemberea thatthe unwholesome con- 
ditions here two years ago, which found partial ex- 
pression in these figures, developed later in the 
year into the severest Visitation of typhoid tever 
this city basexperienced for a number of years; 
andif, inthe iight of this experience, the situa- 
tion then dewanded attention iu the interest ef pro- 
tection te pubiic heaith, much more is it necessary 
now that the warning is pronounced with such addi- 
tional emphasis. ;

taken lu conuectioa with the increased prevalence 

during the moath ef other intestina! disorders, to- 
gether with the rather eniform distribution of the 
cases over the city, relative deusity of population 
Déivng considered, points te the lufluence of a gen- 
eral cause and this is most propabiy the water 
suppir, and should lead to a repetition of the 
cavtions: 7 notice given tie public last summer by 
this Depa: tmeut that all domestic suppiies of water 
drawn irom sourees able to pollution should be 
theroughily bolled before drinking 

‘The renewed and widespread activity of eholera 
now being manifested over neariy the entire con- 
tinent of urope is an additional! reason for vigilaut 
and constant ery ol the quality of ali pubdlie 
water supplies, ut for pruience and care on the 
part of the pubiic to imsure their purity injhousehold 
use.

financial journal of England, declares to-day 
that the immense withdrawals of English 
capital from the United States are no longer 
due to either the domestic or Australian dit- 
ficulties, but solely because of distrust of the 
financial future in America. 

This distrust is amply explained, it says, 
by the ‘‘upwise currency policy followed so 
long, the refusal of Congress to take proper 
measures to restore order in the currency 
and the unsatisfactory state of the tariff. 
The currency question, however, is the main 
cause ef all the trouble. The Statist says 
the visit of several leading American 
financiers to London just now will be fruit- 
less because of these facts. 

I have talked to-day with a gentleman 
having intimate relations with Liverpool 
merchants, who says the beliefis very gen- 
eral among them that if the enormous En- 
giish withdrawals of goid be not checked 
the United States will in an appreciable 
time be practically ona silver basis. He re- 
ports a most gloomy feeling among those 
Liverpool merchants with American con- 
nections.

Harrigan’s life unless the attempt to capture 
him was abandoned. It possesses in ad- 
dition an element cf mystery arising from a 
certain treachery on the part of others em- 


ployed on the case which carries it far out of 


the ordinary run of such stories in real life. 


In the early fall of 1668, sad Chief Har- 
rigan. there was an express robbery com- 
mitted at Columbus, O., which marked the 
peginoning of an exciting case that was 
destined to recetve its final development ia 
St. Louis, and the last chapter of which ne- 
cessitated what was probably the most dan- 
merous work. have ever been called upon to 
do as a detective. 

The American Express Co. was the victim 
in this instance, being robbed of about 
122,000. Thecompany’s Messenger, a youn 
man by the name of Heeman, was fou 
bucked and gagged in the car which had been 
roblhed when the car arrived at Columbus. 
There were suspicious circumstances impli- 
cating Heeman inthe robbery, and when he 
was arrested he confessed his pane and made 
a statement, implicating one u Dolman as 

robber. Dolman was well known 
to the police as a counterieiter, burglar and 
thief, and there was one strange 
chain of facts connecting him with Hee- 
man. Some years before Heeman’s father, 
a Columbus police officer, hed arrested Dol- 
man for burglary and been the means of 
sending bim to the pen. Kemarkable to re- 
late, when Dolman cawe out of the pen he 
ma Heeman’s daughter, remained in 
Columbus and struck up the intimacy with 
young HNeeman which at last resulted in 
their partnership in the $22,000 American Ex- 
press (o. robbery. 

Dolman had disappeared immediately fol- 
lowing that robbery. It was known that his 
capture would be a dangerous piece of work, 
as he was a Killer“ anda man of sanfiinch- 
ing courage. Some time previous Dolman 
had been apprehended by a police officer 

ust as he Was comiag out from a house he 

4 burglarized. When the officer sprang 
— frontof him with the command to halt 

man drewa knife, stabbed him through 
the heart and bocking the dead body into 
the doorway of the robbed house, propped it 
Up there and left it ine sitting postore with 
the Knife still piercing the heart. 

The American Express Co. offered $1,000 
reward for the capture of Dolman for his 
share in the 822, robbery. 

It was the winter of '68 before the case be- 
gan to develop a St. Louis end. It began 
with a queer visit to St. Louls by Detective 
Hazen, now Chief of Detectives tn Cincin- 
nati, and Detective Craven, also of cCin- 
cinnati. The visit was queer because, al 
though, aslafterwards learned, they were 
looking for Lou Dolman, they never came to 
me for tance, nor made their presence 
in St. Louis known tome. This was an un- 
usual proceeding, but I account for it on the

RIVER DES PERES TAINTED 
| WITH OFFENSIVE SEWAGE, 


Its Stench Poisons the Air of Forest Park and Spoils | 
That Splendid Wood. 


In company with Sanitary Officer Francis, 
who made the trip at the requestof the 
Post-DIsPaTCH, a reporter and an artist of 
this paper during the past week ebenen 
the course of the s ge-infected River 
des Peres through Forest Park and from the 
park onward through the western and 
northwestern portions ofthe city past the 
city limits into the county. 

During the progress of this inspection a 
close watch was keptfor allsewer connec- 
tions, open drains, etc., polluting the waters 
of the Des Peres River, and photographs of 
the most conspicuous places were taken for 
reproduction with the story. 

‘The inevitable impression produced by 
this inspection is that of wonderment at the 
municipal recklessness which has allowed to 
be poisoned the entire body ofa stream that 
traverses nearly fifteen miles of the city ’s 
extent, and winds its way open through the 
city’s greatest park. The River des Peres is 
practically nothing less than a monster open 
sewer, poisoning the air withthe most dan- 
gerous corruption and mienace to heaith 
known, the corruption of sewage. 

The inspection of the River des Peres 
within the limits of Forést Park began at a 
point about 400 feet north of where a bridge 
crosses the river, on the Clayton road just 
before it reaches that extreme of the 
park. The first indication of open 
sewerage in the park was that 
given by the uncovered mouth of the 
storm-water drain from Euclid avenue and 


Pine street, connecting with the Pine street 
sewer. This is about 100 feet east from the 
foot - bridge over the Des Peres, a little south 
ofthe Wabash tracks. The opening is about 
7x5, and this drain, in bringing the storm- 
water from the Pine street sewer necessarily 
brings also a not inconsiderable amount of 
sewage.

<.an22| Overrun, but a Kansan Says It Is 
a Calamity Hesl. 


Telegraphic reports have been coming in 
of late to the effect thatthe grasshopper has 
again visited Kansas and is having every- 
thing his oon way in and around Arkansas 
City, Kan. 

As is usual with the grasshopper, he comes 
in large clouds and there seems to be no 
limit to his numbers and his voracity. 


The first visitation this season 
is reported from the Arkansas City secticn, 
where it is stated that in one night great 
clouds of full-grown hoppers flew in and 
settled every where to Unish the work already 
begun by the drovght. They were well grown 
when they arrived and measured from 22 
tos inches in length. Wherever they could 
find a green stalk or leaf tonip at with their 
pincher-like jaws they straightway con- 
sumed it. Just where they started 
from and how there happened to be 
so many of them all ofa sudden is a mystery 
vet to be solved. Mr. William Lanyon of 
Pittsburg, Kan., who is now at the Laclede 
Hotel, when asked about the Kansas grass- 
hopper pests, sald that during all his ex- 
perience in Kansas he had never known 
themto do any great Gamage over more 
than a small section.

Reform Movements Yail Because Perma- 
ment Orgenization Is WNeoessary to 
Success—The Same Energy Coatinual- | 
ally Bxerted Within Party Lines 
Would Bring Eeform-Fointed Gar- 
casm. . 


[A few days ago ata public ‘meeting Mr. Franklin 
Ferriss, Vice-President of the City Coupell, stated 
that he had become a firm believer in party organi- 
zation, and pronouneed reform movements outside 
of party lines a failure.

I was 
more orlessin sympathy with various re- 
form movements dased upon the idea that 
party organizations were hopelessly bad, 
and having for their end the purification of 
municipal politics. I was never actively 
connected with them, dut I believed, ina 
general way, such movements should re- 
celve the support of all good citizens. 

Since April, 1893, I have been brought in 
somewhat closér contact and association 
with political organizations and have gained 
whatIconsider a clearer view of their real 
character and of the character of the men 
who compose them. I believe as strongly as 
ever In the importance of good government 
and in the elevation of municipal politics, In 
fact more strongly, because I see better now 
where the defects lie. There is much to de 
accomplished before municipal government 
shall have approached anywhere 
near perfection. But when I consider 
the ignorance and the indifferonece 
of the public about such matters, when I 
observe how almost universally men let this 


subject completely alone, I am surprised at 
the honesty and efficiency of our owa munic- 


ipal government. 
Pang parties have risen and fallen. There 


have been many citizens’ movewents,reform 
organizations, independent Bolts, but they 
have all died out and vanished into thin air. 
Reform movements lack the force ot per- 


manent organisation, 


In one case a few well-meaning citizens, 
mostly of the dilettante order, get together 
and determine to rid the town of the old 
political organigations, and establish a 
municipal government based upon high 
moral character and good breeding; or, per- 
haps, there is an honest, sincere Hort, made 
by thoughtful men to eliminate ‘‘push’’ and 
„pull, and create new party organizations, 
But whatever the aim or motive, they ali go 
the same way. There is considerable fuss 
and feathers, aspasm of activity, and all 
becomes quiet again.

A REMARKABLE CAVE. 


It Has Been Opened to the Public and Is 
Near Baxzniba!. 


HANNIBAL, Mo., Aug. 4.—A cave das just 
been opened on the Wade Farm near this 
city by A. W. Bulkley which promises to de 
velop into one of the wonders of Amertca. 
Up to Gate it has not been fully explored, but 
as far as the inspection of it has gone it 
has proven to be a vast collection of 
stalactites, stalagmites, cones, prisms and 


other natural wonders. 

The cave has been oddly named by Mr. 
Bulkley, who calls it the eter A. Le Baume 
cave because of a notable incident connected 
with its history. 

About 1852 Peter A. Le Baume visited Mr. 
Bulkley’s tather, who was then living about 
the present site of the Bulkley home. 
Mr. Baume said then that the 
property where the cave is belonged to him 
along with the tracts in other parts of the 
State. Whea Mr. Le Baume was about 70 
years of age, anda widower, he turned up 
with a young wife with whom he lived very 
bappily for about two years, when she sick- 
ened and died. For some oda whim or other 
Le Baume {nsisted on burying his young wife 
at the highest point on the buf, about 600 
feet from the present entrance of the cave. 
Along in 1862 the a man died 
in New London, Ralls County, and insisted 
upon being buried next to his wife. His re- 
quest was complied a but it was a dim. 
colt task to carry the casket up a steep biuf 
which even ordinarily is almost inaccessible, 

The surroundings of the cave are asso- 
clated closely with the early French history 
of Missouri.

Hethus describes two local innova- 
tions in this line: In one of the largest re- 
tall dry goods houses of St. Louis drinking 
water for customers and employes ts fur- 
nished by a device which precludes danger 
of frozen water pipes and yet gives an un- 
limited supply of refreshments almost ice- 
cold and requires no attention or replenish- 
ing. Arefrigerator coll is suspended near 
the top ofa tank filled with water. This water 
freezes about the coll and to the depth of 
several inches. Beneath this cover of ice 
the water in the tank formsa bath having a 
temperature of 82 deg., and in this bath lies 
a coll of pipe in which the city water is 
cooled while on its way to the drinking foun- 
tains. In one ot the St. Louis restaurants 
which the enterprising owner has decorated 
in a manner suggestive of the polar regions, 
pipes upon the walls are connected with the 
street line, so that in sweltering summer he 
can turn on the cold aud defy the dog days. 
An atmosphere twelve degrees below the 
temperature out of doors has an enticing 
coolness.’’

Stonewall Jackson's Favorite Horse Lit- 


tle Sorrel. . 


I suppose you have all heard of Gen. Stone- 
wali Jackson, one of the bravest soldiers of 
the Oonfederacy. Little Sorrel was his 
favorite horse. The General had other 
horses, some ot them much finer than this 
one, but hone ever took the same place in his 
affections. He rode the faithful animal in 
nearly every battle in which he was engaged 
during the war, and he Was mounted on Lit. 
tle Sorrel when he received the wounds of 
— he died, at the battle of Chancellors. 


The first 9 of Little Sorrel was at 
Harper's Ferry, where he was captured dy 
the Confederate army, along with a whole 
carload of horses that were 
bound for .Washington for the use 


of the Government. Two of them were 
bought by Gen. Jackson, and the smaller one 
he called Fancy, though he does not seem to 
have been known by that name. 

Fancy wasa well-built animal, and always 
Kept fat and in good condition not withstand- 
ing the hard work and pritvations he en- 
Gured. Henever seemed to feel tired by the 
loog marches, and his gait was as easy as the 
rocking of a cradle. 

He had the most beautiful eyes, large and 
soft like a gazelie’s, and so intelligent and 
expressive that he could almost speak with 
them. Whenthe command halted for rest 
Little Sorrel would lie down likea dog. His 
master madea great petof him, and many 
— bie he received from the Generals 

and. 


Little Sorrel had really a happy time all 
throughthe war until the terrible battle of 
Chancellorsvilie. ‘hen he hadthe great 
misfortune to lose his master, whom he 
loved so dearly, and for a time he was lost, 
but he was found by a Confederate soldier 
and sent hometo Gen. Jackson’s family in 
North Carolina. There he lived for many 
years. Nothing was to good, vou may be 
sure, for old Sorrel. He passed his time in 
the greenest of pastures. For along time 
he was the riding horse of the old minister, 
Gen. Jackson’s father-in-law. It must have 
been a change indeed, and no doubt he 
found it dull work jogging along to the 
country churches after all the excitement of 
Dattlies. But old Sorrel had a contented 
mind, and e wasquite happy. Sometimes 
the thought of his master and the soldiers 
who had been so devoted to him made him 
sad, but then he diverted himself in various 
ways. 

One ofthese was to let himself out of his 
stable, for he could let down dars and ft 
latches with his mouth just as well as a man 
with his hands, and then he would go to the 
doors of ali the other horses and mules, let 
each one outand march off, followed by all 
the rest, like a soldier leading his command, 
to the green fields of grain on the farm, where 
they would eat as much as they wanted. You 
see, old Sorrel] was not selfish. He wanted to 
giveall the other horses pleasure as well as 
to take it himself. He would have thougcht 
it a mean trick to leave them shut up while 
be was off enjoying a holiday, 

Fences were no obstacle tohim. He could 
lift off the top bars with his nose until they 
were low enough to jump over. 

Of course he did a great deal of mischief, 
but he was such a pet that he had his own 
way ineverything, and no One was ever al- 
lowedto punish him for his freaks. 80 he 
lived, honored and respected, till he was 
over 80 years old, and then when he died his 
skin vas stuffed and mounted, and he stands 
now inthelibrary of the Soldiers’ Home in 
1 where some of you may perhaps 
see bim. :

ST. LOUIS’ FIRST DRUMMER, 


He Was Mr. 8. L. Vining, Who Recently 
Died. 


Written for the SUNDAY PFosr-Disraron. 

The late Samuel L. Vining, who died at 
Shrewsbury Park, st. Louis County, on July 
81, was for nearly fifty years a resident of St, 
Louis. During that time he was promi-« 
nently identified with the commercial inter. 
ests of the metropolis of the Mississipp} 
Valley. 

Mr. Vining was born in Simsbury, Conn., 
in 1817, and came to St. Louis in 1844 as the 


representative of the Laflin & Rand Powder 
Co. He subsequently embarked in business 
on his own account, supplying the scattered 
merchants of those early days, in that vast 
territory which is now Wisconsin, Iowa, Mis- 
sourl and Illinois, with general mer- 
chandise. At that time the railroad 
and steamboat were dreams of the future. 
and even the canal and stage coach had not 
et penetrated the Western territory.

Lawyers asaruleare both honorable an 
honest in dealing with their clients; Ba — 
tives and friends are, ina majority of cases, 
also honest and honorable. But there are 
also dishonest lawyersand designing friends, 
and woe to the r widow who falls into the 
clutches of either of the kind. Acase which 
will most aptly illustrate the exact point I 
desire to make, recently occurred in my 
practice, and it was as follows: 

A lady living inasmali city inherited say 
$20,000, which was paidto herin cash, and 
which represented all the movey or property 
she had n tue world. Her lawyer was her 
intimate family friend. She knew nothing 
about busimess and trusted him absolutely 
and — He took her money and salu 
he would properly invest it for her. A short 
time thereafter he stated to her that he had 
purchased for her a piece of property, givin 
the street and number of the house, an 
stating the price. A year passed and she re- 
ceived monthly a certain sum of money, 
represented to be the rent of her house. 

ut during this whole year she never re- 
ceived the deed forthe property—she never 
asked for it—and apparently had no idea 
that she was entitled to have it. She never 
went near the house, which was supposed to 
represent all the money she had in the world, 
to see if it existed—she took everything for 

nted. By the merest accident, in tal’ ‘ng 
over matters with an old male friend, the 
latter discovered that she never had re- 
ceived a deed for this property supposed to 
belong to her. 

He advised her to see her lawyer and to ask 
forthe deed. She did so, but did not suc. 
ceed in getting it. She reported this fact to 
her friend, who brought her to my office. A 
few hours’ search of the records on my part 
develo the fact that the title to the prop- 
erty in question had never been placed in the 
woman’s name, but on the contrary, that it 
stood recorded in the name of her lawyer 
and the further alarming fact was then also 
discovered that it was mortgaged for nine- 
tenths of its value. By taking immediate 
proceedings her counsel was made to ac- 
count, and she was saved from what looked 
to be absolutely gary. 

This case, it may said, wasan extreme 
one—but it is beyond question that similar 
and even more flagrant cases happen x

More hens show 
signs of hypochondria. The glad aod care- 
less laugh is no longer heard. I see more 
pale, languid hens—hbens that are still 
young, yet with an alrof age and senility, 
prematurely aged and tough. 
lam led to believe that there is a cause for 
this, and a simple one. ‘ 

A year ago I bought sixteen plain pullets of 
a man who lives at Howg’s Neck, eighteen 
miles away. lie delivered them on the fol- 
lowing day, be and his son bringing them on 
foot in four bunches of four each, with legs 
tied together like a parcel of spring onions. 
For eighteen mites they had come, with their 
heads hanging aown and the blood rushing 
to their brains.
